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A    Tribute   to    President    McKay 

His   75th    Milestone   Passed

IT*  RACEFULXY  erect  on  his  spirited 
y~  mount,  a  horseman  loped  across  an 
alfalfa  field  in  picturesque  Ogden  Valley  on 
Saturday   morning,    September  4th. 

Only  his  silvery  hair  indicated  a  man  of 
age.  His  whole  bearing  was  one  of  youth- 
ful bearing  and  of  distinction.  Soon  he 
stopped,  dismounted,  and  unsaddled  his 
horse  to  turn  it  loose  with  two  others  in 
the  pasture.  In  a  few  minutes  he  was  to 
undertake  a  demonstration  of  a  master's 
control  over  his  horse. 

Through  training,  love,  and  gaining  the 
confidence  of  the  horses,  all  he  had  to  do 
was  whistle  and  call  the  horse,  each  one 
by  name,  and  they  trotted  across  the  field 
to  nuzzle  his  shoulders  and  receive  a  wel- 
come pat.  They,  like  countless  humans, 
had  found  a  firm  friend  and  a  loving  hand 
from  President  David  O.  McKay.  The 
Church  leader,  whose  75th  birthday  was 
then  only  four  days  off,  had  come,  as  was 
his  frequent  practice,  to  his  farm  for  the 
morning.  It  offered,  as  on  many,  many 
days  before,  a  retreat  from  the  multitudin- 
ous duties  as  a  member  of  the  First  Presi- 
dency of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter  Day  Saints.

To  his  active,  alert  mind  it  did  not  seem 
as  if  75  years  had  passed  since  he  was  born 
in  this  very  valley.  He  had  been  riding 
on  the  acres  which  had  comprised  the  old 
family  homestead.  They  were  now  his. 
Off  a  short  distance  in  the  town  of  Hunts- 
ville  was  the  old  family  home  where  he 
was  born.  It  now  belongs  to  the  entire 
family,  all  the  sons  and  daughters  of  his 
father  and   mother. 
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The  father,  Bishop  David  McKay,  like 
most  Latter  Day  Saint  pioneers,  had  erected 
his  home  in  the  community  and  had  his 
farm  land  some  distance  away.  This  old, 
stately  family  residence  is  now  the  gather- 
ing place  for  the  several  families.  Its 
many  bedrooms  and  park-like  grounds 
make  it  a  popular  family  retreat. 

Here  President  McKay  grew  to  man- 
hood. This  land  and  the  old  buildings 
were  the  places  of  many  experiences.  To- 
day as  he  roamed  about  many  of  these 
fond  memories  returned,  and  he  reminisced 
freely.    It  was  as  if  he  were  young  again. 

There  was  a  wistful  look  in  his  eyes  as 
he  pointed  to  the  long  lane  which  fronted 
the  family  property.  It  was  here  on  the 
night  of  August  6th,  1897 — over  50  years 
ago — that  he  had  strolled  with  an  attrac- 
tive young  girl  who  had  come  to  Huntsville 
to  visit  with  his  sister.  Tomorrow  he  was 
to  leave  on  his  mission,  and  as  they  walked 
in  the  moonlight,  he  resolved  that  this  was 
the  girl  of  his  choice;  on  his  return  from 
his  mission  he  would  ask  for  her  hand  in 
marriage. 

Intervening  years  have  attested  the  wis- 
dom of  that  choice,  for  Emma  Ray  Riggs 
is  today,  as  she  was  then,  an  inspiration  in 
the  life  of  President  McKay.  Their  devo- 
tion and  family  life  today  are  Latter  Day 
Saint  traditions. 

He  pointed  out  other  spots  of  interest. 
There  was  the  old  family  barn  across  the 
street  where  he  had  milked  many,  many 
cows  as  a  youngster.  Here  by  this  door 
originally  was  an  old  well. 

This  well  is  now  covered  by  an  addition 
to  the  old  home.  This  addition,  he  recalled, 
was  built  on  the  house  by  his  mother  while 
her  husband  was  on  a  mission.  It  brought 
back  the  memory  of  this  courageous  mother 
sending  her  husband  out  to  preach  the 
Gospel  in  the  world,  when  a  new  baby  was 
expected  at  almost  any  hour.  Today  the 
son  of  that  missionary,  who  stood  reflecting 
on  this  and  other  events  so  near  and  dear  to 
him,  directs  the  great  missionary  system  of 
the  Church  throughout  the  world  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  First  Presidency. 


There  was  the  old  stream  where  he  and 
his  brothers  had  fished,  and  sometimes 
fallen  in  for  a  good  wetting ;  there  was  the 
old  swimming  hole  and  beyond  that  up  the 
mountain  side  was  a  gully.  This  brought 
back  other  memories.  It  was  up  that  gully 
beyond  a  prominent  hill  while  hunting 
cattle  that  he  resolved  to  request  of  the 
Lord  some  manifestation  of  His  power, 
some  demonstration  that  Joseph  Smith  was 
a  prophet  of  God. 

Then  he  smiled  wryly  as  he  recalled  that 
this  testimony  did  not  come  then  but  came 
later  while  he  was  in  the  mission  field  serv- 
ing the  Lord  in  his  ministry. 

There  came  a  distant  look  in  his  eyes, 
and  he  was  again  attending  a  missionary 
meeting  at  a  conference  in  Scotland  while 
a  missionary.  He  once  again  heard  James 
W.  McMurrin,  a  member  of  the  European 
Mission  presidency,  bear  testimony  before 
the  assembled  missionaries  in  these  words : 

"Elder  McKay,  I'll  say  to  you  as  the 
Saviour  said  to  Peter — 'Satan  hath  desired 
to  have  you  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat, 
but  I  have  prayed  for  thee  that  thy  faith 
fail  not,  and  when  thou  are  converted, 
strengthen  thy  brethren'.  If  you  are  faith- 
ful, you  will  stand  in  the  leading  council  of 
the  Church."  David  O.  McKay,  the  mis- 
sionary, recalled  then  to  mind  the  prayer  on 
the  mountainside  several  years  before,  and 
his  heart  was  filled  with  gratitude. 

The  life  of  President  McKay  has  been  a 
veritable  fulfilment  of  that  prophecy  in  the 
missionary  meeting  in  far-off  Scotland. 

He  has  indeed  been  faithful.  A  natural 
desire  for  education,  and  an  inherent  talent 
for  leadership  have  qualified  him  for  the 
richest  of  blessings  and  the  highest  of 
honours.  He  was  already  prominent  in  the 
field  of  education  and  Church  service  when 
the  call  came  to  him  in  April,  1906,  to  fill 
one  of  three  existing  vacancies  in  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles. 

This  call  opened  up  new  and  wider 
avenues  of  service.  He  headed  the  great 
Sunday  School  organization  of  the  Church 
as  general  superintendent.  He  has  been 
Church    commissioner    of    education.      He

it  THOU  art  worthy,  O  Lord,  to  receive 
'  glory  and  honour  and  power :  for 
thou  hast  created  all  things,  and  for  thy 
pleasure  they  are  and  were  created."  (Rev. 
4 :  ii.)  Mankind  here  at  least  comes  to 
one  conclusion  unitedly.  There  is  a  God, 
a  creator  of  all  that  we  sense  and  under- 
stand. We  marvel  as  we  observe  nature  in 
operation ;  the  universe  as  it  maintains 
itself  in  perfect  order.  From  the  greatest 
to  the  least  of  the  created  we  exclaim  our 
wonderment  and  praise.  Poets  have  de- 
scribed it  with  all  their  worldly  eloquence. 
Science  has,  with  each  new  truth  revealed, 
been  more  convinced  of  a  master  planner. 
Everything  existant  testifies  the  perfection 
of  its  creator.  How  sublime  have  been  the 
thoughts  of  man !  How  vain  !  How  pre- 
sumptuous !  He  acknowledges  the  hand  of 
God  and  His  perfection  in  all  things ;  yet 
he  wishes  to  ascribe  modern  Christianity 
as  one  of  His  creations.  Our  reason  rebells, 
even  allowing  for  the  imperfections  of 
man,  through  whom  He  operates.

Contemplate  the  function  of  your  own 
body.  Medical  Science  has  revealed  its 
operation.  We  muse,  bewildered — the  func- 
tion, complete  Jiarmony.  Can  man  with 
all  his  revealed  knowledge  duplicate  it? 
Paul  made  the  comparison  that  that  which 
was     organized    and    established    was    to 


operate  as  the  body,  with  one  member  not 
saying  to  the  other,  "I  have  no  need  of 
thee".  A  united,  complete  organization, 
with  each  member  functioning  for  the 
edifying  of  the  whole.  Christianity,  observe 
that  body  today — a  monstrosity — a  dozen 
heads — a  torso  undefinable.  Again,  the 
presumption  of  man  —  the  mocker}'  —  the 
insult  to  our  Maker. 

"And  he  gave  some,  apostles;  and  some, 
prophets ;  and  some,  evangelists  ;  and  some, 
pastors  and  teachers ;  For  the  perfection  of 
the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ : 
TILL  WE  ALL  COME  IN  THE  UNITY 
OF  THE  FAITH.  ..."  (Eph.  4:  11.) 
Approximately  two  thousand  years  have 
passed  since  Christ's  first  advent,  and 
though  fragments  of  his  gospel  have  been 
salvaged  by  the  contending  sects  of  Chris- 
tianity, whereby  a  code  of  living  has  been 
maintained,  still  there  has  been  no  "unity 
of  the  faith".  Attempts  have  been  made 
by  some  to  unite,  but  the  majority  refuse 
to  reconcile  their  differences.  Organiza- 
tions within  themselves  are  in  continual 
descention  and  turmoil. 

"I  and  my  father  are  one."  This  Christ 
often  declared.  In  all  that  they  did,  He 
and  the  Father  were  united  in  thought, 
purpose  and  action.  It  was  also  His  desire 
for  those  who  would  follow  Him,  and  those 
sent  in  His  name.  Speaking  first  of  the 
Apostles  :  "I  pray  for  them  :  I  pray  not  for 
the  world,  but  for  them  which  thou  hast 
given  me ;  .  .  .  Holy  Father,  keep  through 
thine  own  name  those  whom  thou  hast 
given  me,  that  they  may  be  one,  as  we  are. 
.  .  .  Neither  pray  I  for  these  alone,  but 
for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on  me 
through  their  word.  That  they  all  may  be 
one;  as  thou,  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in 
thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  us." 
(John  17:9-21.)  Consider  also  for  a 
moment,  other  of  the  many  scriptures  de- 
claring this  desired  unity.  "There  is  one 
body,  and  one  Spirit,  even  as  ye  are  called 
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in  one  hope  of  your  calling ;  one  Lord,  one 
faith,  one  baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of 
all,  who  is  above  all,  and  through  all,  and 
in  you  all."  (Eph.  4:4-6.)  "For  as  the 
body  is  one,  and  hath  many  members,  and 
all  the  members  of  that  one  body,  being 
many,  are  one  body :  so  also  is  Christ.  For 
by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized  into  one 
body,  whether  we  be  Jews  or  Gentiles, 
whether  we  be  bond  or  free ;  and  have  been 
all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit."  (1  Cor. 
12  :  12,  13.)  Christianity,  let  us  not  flatter 
ourselves  with  vain  notions,  there  is  order 
in  the  works  of  God,  not  confusion. 

"And  I  will  pray  the  father,  and  he  shall 
give  you  another  Comforter,  That  he  may 
abide  with  you  forever ;  Even  the  Spirit  of 
truth  .  .  .  which  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom 
the  father  will  send  in  my  name,  he  shall 
teach  you  all  things.  ..."  (John  14 :  16- 
26.)  What  of  the  Holy  Ghost?  Why  *vas 
Christ,  so  concerned  for  the  apostles  to 
tarry  in  Jerusalem,  until  they  had  received 
this  power  from  on  high?  As  He  said,  it 
would  teach  them  all  things,  many  things 
which  they  could  not  then  bear  His  telling 
them,  and  it  would  bring  to  their  remem- 
brance all  things  which  He  had  taught 
them.  It  was  the  power  that  would  pre- 
serve them  in  a  unity  of  faith,  works,  and 
doctrine.  Some  say  they  have  received  the 
Holy  Ghost,  receiving  it  in  this  manner  or 
that,  leading  one  to  do  this,  another  to  do 
that.  Is  the  Holy  Ghost  so  estranged  for 
God,   that  its   inspiration  is  inconsistent? 


Heaven  forbid  even  the  thought.  Wake  up, 
Christian  world.  The  Devil  has  cheated 
your  souls.  He  has  flattered  you.  He  has 
lulled  you  away  into  false  security,  into 
self-righteousness.  Your  confusion  speaks 
of  inspiration  other  than  from  above. 

How  thankful  we  can  be  that  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Chirst  has  been  restored  in  its 
fullness  through  the  latter-day  prophet, 
Joseph  Smith.  A  unity  of  the  faith  is 
being  enjoyed  again.  The  Holy  Ghost  is 
guiding  into  all  truth,  as  before.  You  who 
have  received  and  accepted  it  are  very 
blessed  indeed,  and  should  be  thankful 
that  the  restoration  has  placed  on  earth 
again  the  keys,  powers  and  authority  to 
bind  on  earth  what  shall  be  bound  in 
heaven.  The  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac  and 
Jacob,  the  one  and  only  true  God,  has 
spoken  again,  has  granted  once  more  His 
Priesthood  to  men.  Let  this  create  no 
false  security  for  you,  however,  much  is 
given — much  is  expected.  "Ye  are  the 
salt  of  the  earth :  but  if  the  salt  have  lost 
his  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be  salted? 
it  is  thenceforth  good  or  nothing,  but  to 
be  cast  out.   ..."  (Matt.  5:  13.) 

Order  and  unity  are  the  marks  of  God 
on  all  His  creation.  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  bears  those 
marks.  There  is  only  one  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ,  there  was  during  the  time  of  the 
apostles — there  is  today. 


CHURCH-WIDE   NEWS  BRIEFS 


TABERNACLE  CHOIR  FILMED. 

Moving  pictures  were  taken  September 
9th  of  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  Choir  in 
action  as  part  of  a  proposed  30-minute  film 
sponsored  by  the  Publicity-Industrial  De- 
velopment Commission  of  the  State  of 
Utah.  The  choir  part  of  the  film  which 
is  expected  to  run  eight  minutes  will  show 
the  famed  musical  organization  singing  the 
anthem  "Hosanna",  and  "For  the  Strength 
of  the  Hills".  The  PID  Commission  plans 
to  show  the  film  throughout  the  theatres  of 
America.      The     film     will     feature     the 


"Greater  Salt  Lake  City"  theme.    The  film 
will  be  produced  by  a  Chicago  company. 

The  Choir  is  to  be  recorded  on  inter- 
nationally famous  Columbia  Records  soon. 
Frank  Stanton,  President  of  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System,  made  this  announce- 
ment to  the  choir  in  a  leased-wire  broadcast 
from  New  York  City  recently.  Two  albums 
will  be  made  to  commemorate  the  twentieth 
anniversary  of  the  nationwide  broadcasting 
of  the  choir  and  organ.  The  records  will 
carry  'the  Master  label  of  Columbia  Records, 
Inc.,   subsidiary  of  CBS.     It   was  also  an- 
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nounced  at  the  time  that  the  profits  from 
the  sale  of  the  albums  will  be  given  to  the 
choir. 

22,000  LDS  YOUTHS  RETURNING  TO 
CHUCH  SEMINARIES. 

Since  its  beginning  with  one  seminary- 
adjacent  to  the  Granite  High  School,  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  in  191 2,  one  year  before 
the  city  of  Gary,  Indiana,  attracted  national 
attention  by  its  introduction  of  week-day 
religious  classes  conducted  during  school 
hours,  the  Church  Seminary  system  has 
grown  to  include  more  than  100  Seminaries 
including  153  highly  qualified  principals 
and  teachers.  These  Seminaries  are  scat- 
tered throughout  Utah  and  the  adjoining 
western  states.  Most  of  them  have  been 
erected  adjacent  to  high  schools,  some 
having  been  built  near  colleges  and  junior 
high  schools.  Seminary  students  attend 
classes  during  regular  school  hours,  and 
in  some  schools,  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  give  public  school  credits  for 
work  completed.  Many  of  the  present  mis- 
sionaries can  look  to  the  seminary  system 
for  training",  which  is  proving  so  valuable 
to  them  today. 

PRESIDENT    McCONKIE    REPORTS 
SUCCESS  AMONG  THE  INDIANS. 

Missionary  work  among  the  Indians  in 
the  Western  Canadian  Mission  is  "parti- 
cularly impressive"  according  to  President 
Bruce  R.  McConkie  of  the  First  Council  of 
the  Seventy.  Elder  McConkie  recently 
returned  from  a  tour  of  the  mission  where 
he  visited  the  Indian  Reservations  there. 

At  one  meeting  held,  five  members  of 
the  local  Indian  Council  were  called  upon 
to  address  100  Indians  and  30  to  40  white 
persons  and  missionaries.  In  substance  they 
all  said  that  they  had  had  more  light, 
more  help,  and  more  guidance  in  religious 
matters  in  the  two  years  that  Latter  Day 
Saint  missionaries  had  been  among  them, 
than  they  had  received  during  their  entire 
life,  reports  President  McConkie. 

NEW  YMMIA  GENERAL  SUPER= 
INTENDENT  APPOINTED. 

It  was  announced  by  the  Church 
recently  that  Elbert  R.  Curtis  of  Salt  Lake 


City  has  been  named  as  successor  to 
George  Q.  Morris,  former  General  Super- 
intendent of  the  Young  Men's  Mutual  Im- 
provement Association.  Elder  Morris  was 
recently  appointed  Eastern  States  Mission 
President.  Elder  Curtis  has  a  background 
of  rich  experience  to  draw  from  for  his 
new  calling.  He  has  served  as  a  missionary 
to  Great  Britain  in  1921-23,  secretary  in  a 
ward  YMMIA,  superintendent  of  the 
Sugar  House  Ward  Sunday  School,  Stake 
superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  mem- 
ber of  the  Cottonwood  Stake  high  council, 
clerk  of  the  Granite  Stake,  President  of  the 
Western  States  Mission,  and  at  the  time  of 
his  appointment  was  President  of  the  Sugar 
House  Stake. 

MORMON  MISSIONARIES  BRITISH 
BASKETBALL  CHAMPS. 

Once  again  a  team  of  Mormon  mission- 
aries has  come  away  victorious  from  the 
British  National  Senior  Basketball  Cham- 
pionship matches.  On  June  26th,  the  Lon- 
don missionary  five,  bearing  the  name 
"Latter  Day  Saints"  on  their  white  jerseys, 
climaxed  an  undefeated  basketball  season 
by  defeating  the  Welsh  champions  soundly 
in  the  afternoon  game  by  a  score  of  59 — 27 
and  later  in  the  day  coming  out  on  the  top 
end  of  a  50 — 38  score  in  the  championship 
tilt  with  Oxford  in  the  national  finals  at 
Birmingham. 

This  makes  the  third  time  that  the  name 
of  the  Latter  Day  Saint  missionary  basket- 
ball team  has  been  engraved  upon  the 
gleaming  silver  National  Senior  Basketball 
trophy.  Before  the  war  missionaries  under 
the  name  of  "Catford  Saints"  twice  carried 
off  the  national  basketball  title,  and  in  1938 
bore  the  Union  Jack  of  Britain  to  an  inter- 
national basketball  championship,  edging 
out  Frances'  best  28 — 26  in  the  final  game 
of  the  tourney.

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A  Bit  of  "Modern"  Scripture  Writing 


D  ECENTLY  there  appeared  in  the 
■  ^Deseret  News  Church  Section  the  fol- 
lowing modern  epistle  which  comes  from 
the  pen  of  Hurley  Berthelson  of  Boise, 
Idaho.  Because  of  the  simple  beauty  of 
expression  and  force  of  the  message  they 
contain,  these  words  are  here  reprinted  with 
the  hope  that  they  might  touch  a  responsive 
chord  in  your  thinking,  as  has  been  done 
with  ours. 

It  occurred  to  us  that  were  a  general 
conference  of  the  Church  centuries  ago 
recorded  in  the  scriptures  it  would,  perhaps, 
be  written  much  as  Elder  Berthelson  wrote 
the  following  relative  to  the  118th  Annual 
General  Conference  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints. 

"NOW  IT  CAME  TO  PASS  that  the 
one  hundred  eighteenth  year  had  passed 
away  since  the  restoration  of  Christ's 
Church  upon  the  earth,  and  there  were  a 
great  multitude  gathered  together  around 
the  Temple,  which  was  in  the  city  of  Zion, 
where  the  Prophet  of  the  Lord  dwelt. 

"And  they  were  gathered  together  from 
many  places  upon  the  Promised  Land  and 
from  the  islands  of  the  sea,  and  the 
nations  of  the  earth,  and  they  had  come 
according  to  the  commandment  of  the  Lord 
to  meet  together  with  His  chosen  prophets, 
and  to  worship  the  Lord,  and  learn  of  His 
ways,  and  to  hear  words  of  wisdom  from 
the  Twelve  who  had  been  called. 

"And,  behold,  the  multitude  did  come 
early  and  in  haste  to  the  great  Tabernacle 
which  is  near  unto  the  Temple  of  the 
Lord,  lest  they  may  not  find  place  to  see 
and  to  hear  His  servants,  and  many  could 
not  enter  in  at  the  Tabernacle,  and  did 
turn  away  to  the  other  assemblies  where 
they  might  hear,  even  by  the  great  mira- 
cles which  the  Lord  had  wrought  through 
the  wisdom  and  learning  of  man,  yea,  even 
the  great  miracle  by  which  the  words  of  the 
prophets  were  sent  out  over  the  face  of 
the  broad  land,  so  that  all  who  would  and 
had  the  desire  in  their  hearts  to  hear  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  may  hear. 


"AND  THE  PROPHET  of  the  Lord 
did  come  in  among  the  people,  and  the 
multitudes  rose  with  one  accord,  and  did 
honour  him  because  they  knew  within 
their  hearts  that  he  was  truly  the  servant 
chosen  to  lead  them,  yea,  even  the  Prophet 
George  Albert  Smith. 

"And  he  did  speak  mightily  unto  the 
people,  and  called  them  to  repentance,  and 
blessed  them,  and  testified  unto  them  of 
his  great  love  for  the  people  of  the  Lord, 
and  for  righteous  men  everywhere,  and  did 
say  many  times  unto  them  that  he  knew  for 
a  surety  that  the  Lord  liveth. 

"And  with  him  was  the  great  Prophet 
Reuben,  a  man  of  great  courage,  who  was 
wise  in  the  ways  of  man,  and  who  had  sat 
in  high  places  with  the  kings  and  princes 
of  the  earth,  and  become  wise  in  the  affairs 
of  governments  and  did  know  of  the  great 
wars  and  the  treaties,  and  the  great  under- 
standings between  the  nations,  and  of  the 
craftiness  and  wdckedness  of  the  rulers  of 
the  earth,  and  he  did  in  mighty  words  call 
upon  all *the  earth  to  have  peace,  and  the 
children  of  men  to  cast  the  desire  for  war 
from  their  hearts. 

"AND  THE  PROPHET  DAVID,  a 
man  of  strong  stature  and  beautiful  coun- 
tenance because  of  his  righteousness,  did 
warn  the  people  of  the  earth  of  their 
wickedness,  and  testified  to  them  of  the 
great  joy  and  promise  that  comes  to  man 
because  of  righteousness.

ih  cups  flour. 

k  cup  government  sugar   (brown  sugar). 

\  cup  shortening. 

\  cup  white  sugar. 

1  egg- 

1  teaspoon  cinnamon. 

£  teaspoon  salt. 

ii  teaspoons  soda. 

1  cup  nuts. 

Method  of  Mixing. 

Cream  sugar  and  shortening,  add  beaten 
egg  and  flour,  spice  and  salt.  Then  add 
the  nuts.  Make  into  a  long  roll  about  two 
inches  in  diameter.  Wrap  in  wax  paper 
and  place  in  refrigerator  to  chill.  These 
cookies  can  be  made  and  on  hand  to 
bake  whenever  you  have  the  oven  hot. 
Remove  from  the  ice-box  and  slice  in  thin 
slices  and  place  cut  side  down  on  a  greased 
baking  sheet.  Bake  from  12  to  15  minutes 
in  oven  350  to  400  deg. 

If  brown  sugar  is  not  available,  all  white 
sugar  can  be  used.

presided  over  the  Church  in  Europe,  and 
an  experience  most  dear  to  his  heart  was 
the  journey  he  made  in  1920  and  192 1 
around  the  world  to  visit  the  missions  of 
the  Church.  In  many  cases  he  was  the 
first  and  in  some  instances  the  only  general 
authority  ever  to  visit  these  lands. 

President  McMurrin's  promise  received 
literal  fulfilment  and  the  hearts  of  the 
Church  members  rejoiced  in  the  call  that 
came  to  him  over  a  decade  ago  to  become 
a  counsellor  in  the  First  Presidency. 

At  home  and  in  many  lands  there  are 
those  who  wish  him  well  on  his  birthday. 
They  extend  to  him  the  hand  of  fellowship 
and  love  and  pray  for  him  as  he  has 
prayed  for  them. 

They  have  learned  to  love  him  for  his 
kindliness,  for  the  radiance  "of  his  person- 
ality, for  his  courage,  for  his  righteousness. 
A  shake  of  his  firm  hand,  a  glance  into 
his  sparkling  eyes,  a  word  of  encourage- 
ment— all  these  bespeak  true  character. 

One  has  a  loyal  friend  in  President 
McKay  once  the  lightness  of  a  cause  is 
established.  He  fights  freely  for  righteous- 
ness and  clean  living  and  believes  that  the 
freedoms  and  protection  of  our  system  of 
government  should  be  maintained  at  any 
cost.  He  has  led  the  fight  often  against 
the  enemies  of  clean  living. 

Years  ago,  when  he  was  a  school  super- 
intendent and  a  junior  apostle,  President 
McKay  adopted  some  rules  of  conduct 
which  he  calls  his  "guides  for  happiness". 
There  are  ten  of  them.  Briefly  stated  they 
are : 

(1)  Develop  yourself  by  self  discipline  ; 

(2)  the  great  joy  comes  through  creation  ; 

(3)  do  things  which  are  hard  to  do ;  (4) 
entertain  only  upbuilding  thoughts;  (5) 
do  your  best  this  hour  and  you'll  do 
better  next;  (6)  be  true  to  those  who 
trust  you;  {y)  pray  for  wisdom,  courage 
and  a  kind  heart ;  (8)  give  heed  to  God's 
messages;  (9)  true  friends  enrich  life 
and  if  you  would  have  friends  be  one ; 
(10)  faith  is  the  foundation  of  all  things 
including  true  happiness. 


These  rules  give  away  the  secret  of  his 
many  successes.  President  McKay  prizes 
friendship  more  than  any  one  other  thing. 
Next  to  love,  he  claims  friendship  is  the 
most  potent  force  in  a  person's  life. 

He  values  his  opportunities  for  making 
friends  and  has  numbered  among  his  close 
associates  these  many  years  in  the  presiding 
councils  of  the  Church  the  best  of  men  and 
women.  He  deems  himself  most  fortunate 
in  his  friends. 

And  so  it  is  fitting  indeed  that  these 
friends  from  all  walks  of  life  and  from  all 
lands  join  their  beloved  leader  in  com- 
memoration of  a  notable  milestone  in  his 
life,  his  75th  birthday. — From  the  Church 
Section  of  Desert  News.
